tru China was clways’ on adept’ ‘at 
melodramatic history; and perhaps o 
stronger reason than ever’ mow exists 
for the presence of highly-coloured 
accounts of the feats of Chinese arms. 
Th: peace of the.Empire, and: even the 
safety of the dynasty at Peking, are 
said to be in danger if the supply of 
victories (real or imaginary) should fail 
the: high authorities’ at the Capital. 
One thing now certain is that the losses

} THE MURDER OF A SCOTCH 
. M SSIONARY. 
DETAILS OF THR ORIME. 
Liaoyang, August 17. 
On tho evening of the TOth inst. the Rev. 
James A, Wylic, MLA., of the Soutch 
United Presbyterian Mission, Manchuria, 
was the victin of a dastardly outrage by 
Manchu soldiers on their way tothe Corean 
frontier. Tho injuries ware of such a na- 
tare that he only lingered oa in an uncon: 
soious stato for six days, expiring on the 
lth, Manchuria haa hitherto enjoyed 
cowparative immunity from auch outrages 
apon fureigners a6 have tuo often ‘chayac- 
terised the volley of tho Yangtze. Liao 
yang, where the attack tovk place, isa city 
of perhaps 80,000 inhabitants, 80 miles 
distant from Nowchwang on the high road, 
to Moukden. The Scotch Preshyterians 
havo had 4 fluurishiog station established 
-thore for fous ur five ponrs, Their main 
property in the city consiais of a mambers’ 
chapel and street chapel on the High 
Street East; and a large hospital and dis- 
pensary, women’s hospital and training- 
nome and ansther chapol, alla good mile 
away within the North gate.» A compound 
adjoining the first named of these was 
whero Mr Wylie lived, whila the otkor 
missionarics, a pastor and his wife, a doo- 
tor, and two missionary ladies, live in com- 
pounda adjoining the -hospitale, 


HOW THE ATTAOK BEGAN. 

As you are aware, large companies of 
soldiers huve lately been passing through 
Laoyang on their way to the front—tho 
maiu road to the east branching hero from 
the great high read through Manchuria, 
vorth and sonth, On the LOth instant a 
company of 250 Manchus from Kirin pro- 
vice under I tao-yeh were quarterod in inns 
on thg Haat Sireet. Lute in the after- 
neon of tho sams day a party of them 
sullied out bont on mischigf, They eu- 
tered the atrevt chapel closes at hand 
where preaching was going on at the 
time and very soon began a disturbance, 
which ended in the complete wreck of 
the chapel and flight of the preashers minur 
all theirproperty, The soldiers next pro- 
ceeded to Mr Wylis's compound and mem- 
hers’ chapel. By this time an enormous 
crowd had gathered, and they began batter- 
ing foddly at the une big entrance gate. 
The fomponnds ate completely shot in by 
neighbouring shops, and thera was little to 
fear jf o message could be sent to the 
yamen for help at once. Mr Wylie de- 
apitched @ servant carrying his card over 
a tide wall, but in soma way not yet ex- 
plained the message waa bungled, and no 
help camo. Seeing this, Mr Wylie deter- 
mined to set out fur the yamén himuolf, 
fearing from the threats heard not only for 
his own safety, but also for that of hia col- 
louguea at the North gate. In a temporary 
lull caused, itis sad, by the disappointed 
crowd drawing «if to make for the hospitals, 
hestorted, xccvm panied by his watchman and 
ado-con, Lia Yung-hsi. Thoy proceeded 
hurriedly aloug the main street aud passed 
the wrecked chapel in safety, but imme- 
diately hereafter

That the foreigner had psased and at 
once a number of soldiers armed with the 
legs of the chapel forms and other inatra- 
ments started in pursuit. There were not 
mavy of them, and it is said that had a 
party of a dezau members been close at 
hand willing to riak 9 little for their pastor, 
his life might yet have been saved. An it 
wan Deacon Liu waa the only man found 
willing lwstand by; the watehman fled at 
the filet blow, Whether the city crowd 
actually too part in the attack is not car- 
tain, they materially assiated by directing 
the soldiers aud impeding the missionary’s 
movernents. The attack was a partieularly 
brutal one, almost all the blows falling on 
the head, and it was not long before Mr 
Wylie was stanned, Yot Mr Gia stuck 
benvely on all throuzh, receiving bluwa 
i deult at bis puator on his-own body and 
supporting him when he was ready.to fall, 
The two were aot last dragyed apart, and 
while the deacon crept aa well us he could 
to the yaméu the auldiors coucentrated and 
spent their fury on the foreigner, hoating 
him savagely as he lay unconscious, aud 
ultimately left him fur deud. 

[ANOTHER OUTRAGE PREVENTED, 

Whilo ali this was guing ou in the main 
atrueta a Movaciug crowd assembled outside 
the compounds at tha North gate. A rush 
waa mado and very soon the two hospitals 
were cleared of their pitients. Fura time 
grext excitement prevailed, but the jn- 
vaders aemed to lose conrage at not being 
baeked by soldisrs and were comparatively 
easily cloared out by the dispensera and 
Others, and the doura were shut. Mr 
| D oglas was there at the time with the 
‘ladizs and children, Be at once went 

round to one of the boapitals and stopped 
‘out of the gale apjanys: the erowd, By 
some etrange Pr. vidunce this turned out to 
be enough, he was uuarmed bul the crowd 
fell back imumoedtately abut 10 paces on 
either side, Ho spoke a few words of ree 
i monstrance, and while they remained nae 
iat hand till darkness set in, they met no 
‘forh-r threate. Fortyuately there were 
no Mnchu soldiers amungast them,

THE FUNERAL. 
Newehwang, August 23. 

On tho 18th inst, the renains of tho late 
Rev. T. A. Wylie were carried aboard a 
pea-boat at Liaopang, in the Prosonce of a 
band of soldiers belonging to the same re- 
giment as those by whom he had been mur- 
dered. Tho body was brought down the 
Liao River for interment at Newchwang by 
a little company consisting of Mr Wylie’s 
colleague in Liaoyanz, two ‘oembers, the 
preacher who was discoursing when the 
chapel wos wrecked, Me Liu, the plucky 
tteacon who 80 heroically stuck by Me 
Wylie to the-death, Thoy left-not without 
some anxiety fur the safety of Dr Gray and 
nud the three ladies ond children, who 
stayed behind to stand guard. On arrival 
at Newohwang on the Zlst thay were met 
by the Rov. John Maciatyre of the same 
mission and other sorrowing friends. That 
same night at sunaet all that was mortal of 
the Grat martyr in Manchoria was laid to 
rest not far from the gtava of William ©, 
Burns, his pioncer, in the little cemetery 
there, Tho foreign commanity turned out 
toa man and with them the native mem- 
bers from Liaoyang with some from New- 
chwan:. Mr Macintyre conducted the ser- 
vice first at tho grave and then with the 
natives in their chapel close at hand, It is 
a glorious honour ae to live and die, but 
there is an awful price ta pay. Gur hearts 
well out in eympathy for his mother, 

REPABATION, . 
hanghai, Aug. 30, 

The Chin: ae Government has Pooatod 
every possible reparation for the brutal and 
anprovoked murder of Mr Wylia So 
serious duns the Government ‘recognise tha 
aiturtion to be, that an Imperial Edict ex- 
pressing the sorrow of the Throne at the 
news hug alroady been issued; and the 
Grand Seorotary and Vicaray Li Hung. 
chang is commanded to punish the officer 
te-ponsible for the infamous conduct of his 
men.
